The Yugoslav Mission to the Control Commission for Germany (British Element) 
presents its compliments to the Military Governor and begs to inform as follows: 


1. We have the regret to state that since September 1945 a situation has been 
created in the British Zone of Germany which consists in: 


(a) Existence of a so called "Royal Yugoslav Army" 
(») Propaganda against the federal People's Republic of Yugoslavia. 
(c) Propaganda against the repatriation of Yugoslav P¥X/DP 


(a4)  Pavourable and friendly treatment of Yugoslav quislings, traitors, 
collaborators and war criminals 


(e) Forming of the "VP" Police (new denomination "Watchmen Corps") 


2. This Mission has many times cmtacted the British Zonal Authorities on the 
above said and since March 1946 promises have been made by the British Zonal 
Authorities to this Mission that measures will be taken to put an end to the 
above situation. 


3. It has been brought to our knowledge that on or about 3 December 1946, 

the British Zonal Authorities shall publish an order to the Yugoslav PWX/DP in 

the British Zone of Germany asking them to join a British militaty formation now 
called "VP" Police. It is understood that in the near future the denomination 

of this military formation will be “Watchmen Corps". As a measure of compulsion 
aiming to a wholesale enlistment of Yugoslav PWX/DP in the above mentioned British 
military formation, the British Zonal Authorities shall withdraw the PYX status and 
prohibit the wearing of uniforms w.e.f. lst January 1947 to the individuals who will 
refuse to join the British Military formation. 


4, At the present, when the British Authorities concerned are doing their utmost to 
enlist in a British military formation as many Yugoslav PYX/DP as possible, this 
Mission attributes a particular meaning to the fact that this order - published few 
days after the first anniversary of the Yugoslav Republic and 14 months after the 

end of the main repatriation of Yugoslav P¥X/DP from the British Zone - will include 

a statement declaring that all diplomatic facilities have been withdrawn to ex-king 
Peter or to his followers and that Yugoslav PWX/DP are advised to opt for repatriation. 


5. This Mission sees in the above said under Para 3 measures directed against the 
most legitimate interests of Federal People's Republic of Yugoslavia. We have the 
honour to approach you and beg to request assurance that such or similar measures will 
not be taken and to move the immediate disbandment of the so called "Royal Yugoslav 
Army" and its ramification "VP" Police or "Watchmen Corps".

he Personally I regret the premature raising of this question, for as 
yet we have before us the task of repatriating tens of thousands of 
Soviet Citizens from Hannover Region, and in the interest of general 
efficiency, the Repatriation Department cannot be reduced any more, as it 
has already been cut by us to a minimum. The remaining staff is necessary 
to serve the accredited officers, in capacity of chauffeurs, interpreters, 
cooks, without whose service our officers are unable to a@rry on the work 
of repatriating Spwiet citizens to their Mother Country.

On the 12th October 46, after receipt of nominal rolls of Soviet citizens, 
Lt IVANOV presented himself to the Commanding Officer 908 Military Government of the 
BERSENBRUCK Area (the Commanding Officer, having the rank of Lt-Col, refused to iell 
his name)e Lt IVANOV informed the Commanding Officer that he was going to do 
repatriation work in the Bersenbruck area as far as Soviet citizens were concernede 
T..e Commanding Officer 905 Military Government allowed Lt IVANOV to visit the 
Soviet citizens without being «ccompanied by a British O°ficer was given by the 
Cownander 819 Military Government, Lt-Col GRAHAM-SCOTT, on the 2nd of October 46, 
provided that Lt IVANOV would report himself to the Commanding Officers of the 
local Military Government of the Regierungsbezirk OSNRBRUCK Area. 


Foliowing the interview with the Commanding Officer 908 Military Government 
of the RERSENBRUCK area, Lt IVANOV visited Soviet citizens in the village of BIPPEN 
on the 18th October 46. As usual by repatriation work, Lt IVANOV went first to 
the Burgermeister of the village, to fini out the adiresses of Soviet citizens living 
in that particular village. As Lt IVANOV came out efter the interview with the 
Burgermiester and got into his car, two Polish soldiers of the Polish Division stopped 
him shoutinge “Stop $ do not start $" and other unprintable expressions, and 
pointed their machine guns at him and at his drivere At the same time about 50-60 
Polish goldiers surrounded the carand started insulting Lb IVANOV and his driver, 
Sgt BURDIUKe Lt IVANCVY asked to see the OC of these soldierse The soldiers and 
those pointing their machine guns answered with insults but after several minutes, 
they called 2/Lt BELITZKIe S/Lt BELITSKI appeared not dressed properly, without 
hat, his hair in disorder, slippers on his feet and did not seem to be ina sober 
statee He anked in an impolite way together with unprintable expressionse "Who are 
you and what are you doing in our occupation zone 7?" [,t IVANOV answered, "I am an 
officer of the Soviet Military Repatriation Mission and I have come here with 
permission of the British Military Govetniment of the OSNABRUCK Area to interview 
some Soviet citizens." 2/Lt BELITZKI said then, "The Area where you are now is 
occupied by the Polish Division, and we are not subordinate? cto the Military 
Government and we shall not toleratethe presence of a Soviet officer in our areae" 
By that time a jeep came near to IVANOV's car and was Occupied by four soldiers armed 
with machine guns. 2/Lt BELITZKI said in an impolite way and with some unprirtable 
expressions, “I send you to BERSENBRUCK with escort". fhen 2/Lt BRLITZKI was called 
to the telephone and had a conversation with someone wailst Lt IVANOV was again 
insulted by the Polish soldiers who were standing around his care Coming out after 
his telephone conversation, 2/1t BELITZKI shouted with anger and cursing, "Get away 
from here whilst you are still alive." 


On the sare day Lt IVANOV was trying to interview the Soviet citizens; 
TSCHETSHETKO VARVARA and EOKIN ALEXANDER in the villace PURSTENAU, Osnabruckenstrasse 
23, in the Bersenbruck ateae During the interview of Lt IVANOV with the Soviet 
citizens, four Polish soldiers suidenly entered the room and having pointed their 
pistols at him started insulting wim At the same time some 70-80 people arrived 
surrounded the house and seized the motor-car. Coveriny Lt IVANOV with insults and 
using force the soldiers searched him, his papers end his personai thingse During 
search It IV//0V and his driver, Sgt BURDIUK, werehit with fists and with revolver.

te At the request of the Head of the Sowiet Military Mission, a 
conference took place at the Mission on 15 July 46, at which the following 
were presents 

Col BRUKHANOV. Head of Missions 

Maj RUMIANTSEV. G of S of Mission. 

Lt-Gol PURTOV. Sen 10 at 1 Corps. 

LteGol YUKHNO, Sen LO at 50 Corpse 

Lt-Gol SHAPOVALOV, Sen LO SCHLESWIG-HOLSTEIN Region. 

Maj LOUDON. G II (88) Allied Liaison Branch. 
2 Col GRUKHANOV requested that an answer be obtained as soon as 


possible to the questions he raised in interviews with the CLO on 1/2 July 46. 


3e Lt-Col YUKHNO stated that he had received a letter from HQ Mil Gov 
HANNOVER Region, in which it was stated that there were a number of Baltic 
nationals desiring to be repatriated. He asked to be informed where those 
Balts were located and why they had not been handed over to Soviet 
representatives for repatriation. Reference ws made in Mil Gov's letter — 
to an “Appendix "A"", but this had not been encloded. He asked that it 
might be obtained. Ref of Mil Gov letter ws:

le Lt-Col YUKHNO further said that he understood that these Balts were 
to be assembled for repatriation at HESLINGEN Campe So far as he knew, 

none had been assembled there, although he had heard that some were assembled 
at BEVENZEN, 


5e Regarding the new system of repatriation on a zonal basis, as 
opposed to the former system of local assembly and despatch, there was a 
prolonged discussione It was requested that repetriants in 1 and 30 Corps 
Districts should be sent from local assembly points to WOLSBENRG Camp, and 
should be then repatriated from the latier placee Soviet 10 in SCHLES IGe 
HOLSTEIN said that a system of assembly at local points, with concentration at 
& central camp for repatriation, prevailed in his region. lie did not ask for 
any specific caimpe 


ats 


€C bs Re “assembly points", and "transit camps” from which DP"s, ete 
were repatriated, it was feit that there should be strict adherence to 
these terms. The definitions proposed were as follows: 
(a) ASSEMBLY PODS. Points under the control of Soviet ls, 
where individual repatrionts would be assembled, and from which 
they would be despatched to transit camps for repatriation. 


(b) ‘TRANSIT CAMPS. Camps to which repatriants were sent from 
assembly points to aweit repatriation, and from which they would 
be directly repatriated, 


Te It was stated that the work of repatriation would be facilitated 
if every Sovict LO ws provided with suitable premises for assembly points, 
to hold 20-30 people, with the necessary facilities. In this connection, 
Lt-Col FURTOV steted that his assembly point at HUMER, Near ISEX COHN, was 
too small for numbers presently coming ine He asked if it would be 
possible to obtain more commodious premisses. 


Be Reported that:

It was requested that steps be taken to correct thise

106 It wes reported that local authorities were no longer handing 
over Soviet nationals as heretoforey but Soviet 10s were now repatriating 
only those who appeared of their own accord, It was requested that local 
Mil Gov Dets should inform nearest Soviet 10 in cases when the former had 
Soviet nationals desiring repatriation. 


116 It was particularly emphasised that, to the knowledge of Soviet 


Os, there were still Soviet nationals working for the Germans, and 


dominated and terrorised by them, in spite of the order of COG (BE), which 
stated that German employers would be prosecuted unless such nationals were

During the entire conference, Soviet personnel were most careful 
to use the term "Soviet citizen", and in ne case did they apply the term 
"Balt" until this was raised by G II (38). There ms the usual talk about 
hostile propaganda against the Soviet Union by “fascist elements” in camps, 
and of terror exercised on those desiring to be repatristed. Seving that 
there wos no use in beating about the bush, G il (48) suzgested that the 


hostile elements in camps were Baltae 


136 This brought the question to a head. It is quite evident that 
the Soviet Mission has be:n ordered to make a special drive for the 
repatriation of Baltse The Yalta Agrecment ws invoked and an attempt 
made to prove that HM Goverment had violated this by its definition of «hat 


was and whet ams not a Soviet national. 


tle G IZ (@&) contented himself by pointing out that the question of 
Soviet nationals could not be decided on this level, and that it wes therefore 
& waste of time to discuss the point. It would have to be altered, if it 
ever were alter:d, by the British and Soviet Governments. hile the 

present rule and definiticn was in fures, Soviet Los would be bound by the 


reguletions we laid down on the subject. 


156 G Ii (Ss) pointed out, however, that there ms an earnest desire 

on the part of the British authorities to repatriate as many foreign nationals 
as possible, and not merely only Soviet nationals. No obstacle whatever 
would be placed in the way of Dalts or others who wished to be repatriated. 

If breaches of this were brought to the attention of Allied Liaison Branch, 
they would be taken up with the proper authority and every effort made to 


see that repatriation was not delayed or hindered.
